I He prerogatiue betweene 
Mercy and [uſtice hath bin 
S2 an ancient queſtion in the 
\ judiciall ſeate of God : 
$ Mercy claiming the right 
? of elderſhip, hath fill ob- 
tained ( inthe beginning ) ſome interlocuto- 
ric ſentencein fauour of her ſelfe : But the im- 
putations,informations, reaſons and contra- 
dictions,being exactly regardedand conſide- 
red, laſtice ( as being well eſtabliſhed and 
protedtrice ofthe world) doth obraine a defi- 
nitiue ſentence of her ſide.
